Gold,  silver,  small  cents,  types,  commems  (gold  & silver),  and  scarce  currency, 

5eem  to  be  rising  the  most  rapidly  at  present  with  most  bringing  close  to  listed  values 
and  a great  number  bringing  even  more.  Many  are  rising  from  month  to  month  with  a 
number  "just  not  obtainable."  The  coins  most  in  demand  will  have  the  greatest  num- 
ber of  bidders  and  with  the  law  of  supply  and  demand  working,  these  coins  keep  setting 
jn£w  records. 

Occasionally  a collector  writes  us  asking  why  our  estimated  values  in  some  instan- 
ces are  higher  than  the  catalog  listing.  This  occurs  when  the  demand  is  so  great  and  the 
supply  so  small  that  new  records  are  set  whenever  these  coins  come  upon  the  market. 
If  one  will  take  a few  moments  to  reflect,  he  will  understand  that  it  takes  several 
months  to  compile  the  necessary  information  before  the  catalog  can  be  published,  there- 
fore, it  is  inevitable  that  the  catalog  listing  will  be  under  the  prevailing  market  price 
on  the  items  in  popular  demand  at  the  time  of- the  publication.  The  estimated  prices 
are  entered  only  after  careful  examination  of  the  results  in  our  past  sales  which  reflect 
the  actual  and  not  theoretical  value.  (PLEASE  NOTE  THAT  MANY  OF  THE  ESTI- 
MATES ARE  CATALOG  VALUE  ONLY.  MANY  OF  THE  GOLD  COINS,  SILVER  $1, 
WASHINGTON  QUARTERS,  ETC.  ARE  ESTIMATED  AT  CATALOG.)  In  the  final  an- 
alysis, you  the  collector,  are  the  one  who  sets  the  price. 

BIDS  ARE  RECORDED  AS  FOLLOWS:  Each  bid  sheet  is  given  a number  as  it  comes 
in,  and  the  bids  are  recorded.

1.  1795  B-l  TYPE  1794,  FLOWING  HAIR,  Two  Leaves  under  eagle's  wing. 

Date  1 795,  "MAGNIFICENT  SPECIMEN  WITH  SHARP  STARS,  BUST  & 

OTHER  FEATURES.  A BEAUTIFUL  PROOF  SURFACE."  In  Fast,  the  Original 
Description  Was  As  Follows:  "1795  B-l,  Two  leaves,  Flowing  Hair,  BRIL- 
LIANT PROOF.  A most  remarkable  specimen  and  an  outstanding  rarity  so 
choice.  Easily  worth  $1,000.00".  The  above  was  the  description  of  this 
coin  when  it  was  sold  several  years  ago  in  one  of  the  choicest  collections 
of  silver  dollars  to  come  upon  the  market.  A notation  had  accompanied  this 
specimen  that  this  coin  was  acquired  early  in  the  Twentieth  Century  from 
a prominent  dealer  as  an  "Original  Proof."  "Since  it  differs  from  the  re- 
strikes of  1801,  1802,  and  1803  made  in  the  1860's,  we  are  inclined  to 
agree  that  this  was  a "specially  made  coin  for  a collector  or  museum."  This 
coin  was  priced  then  at  the  same  price  as  the  1801  restrike  ($950.00). 

The  1801  restrike  would  today  probably  bring  somewhere  in  the  neighbor- 
hood of  $5,000.00 


2.  1795  B-7,  TYPE  1794,  slightly  smaller  bust,  THREE  LEAVES  under  wing, 

nearly  Uncirculated  with  some  luster.  RARE  VARIETY.  Easily  worth  850.00 


3.  1795  B-l  5,  BUST  TYPE  (HAIR  IN  KNOT,  SMALLER  EAGLE)  "MAGNIFI- 

CENT PROOFLIKE  SPECIMEN  (ACQUIRED  AS  A PROOF  WHICH  IT  MAY 
WELL  BE.  We  note  Bolender  calls  his  B-l 6 a PROOF.  Lovely  blending  of 
blue,  purple  and  golden  toning.  Regardless  of  what  it  is  called  (Proof, 
Master-Coin,  Presentation  Piece,  Etc.)  we  cannot  help  but  feel  that  this 
remarkable  specimen  was  made  for  either  a collector  or  museum.  In  addi- 
tion, this  is  a very  rare  variety.  Easily  worth  the  asking  price  of  $1500." 

The  above  was  the  description  of  this  coin  when  it  was  sold  several  years 
from  a really  outstanding  collection.  It  is  interesting  to  note  that  it  was 
then  valued  far  more  than  the  1795  B-l  (it  was  in  the  same  collection). 

The  1795  B-l  seems  to  be  a bit  more  popular  today,  so  this  B-l  5 will 
probably  bring  somewhere  around  the  price  for  that  specimen  $5,000.00 


4.  1797  B-l,  STARS  INCREASED  FROM  15  TO  16  (Tennessee  became  a state) 

9x7  STARS,  a beautiful  UNCIRCULATED  specimen  with  a lovely  color.  VERY 
RARE  SO  CHOICE.  In  Addition,  a RARE  DATE  having  the  smallest  issue  1795 
thru  1803!  Easily  worth  1000.00 
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TYPE  SET  SILVER  DOLLARS  (Continued) 


5.  1797  B-3,  STARS  CHANGED  TO  10x6,  a choice  virtually  Uncirculated  speci- 

men having  only  the  barest  friction.  VERY  RARE.  About  twice  as  rare  as  the 
1797  9x7  stars  and  one  of  the  MOST  UNDERVALUED  OF  ALL  THE  EARLY 
DOLLARS!  Too  low  at  750.00 

6.  1798  B-lb,  13  OBVERSE  STARS  (it  was  soon  realized  how  impractical  it 

would  be  to  add  a star  for  each  new  state)  Small  Eagle  reverse,  advanced  die 

breaks  beyond  that  for  B-la.  A choice  nearly  Uncirculated  specimen  of  this 
VERY  RARE  "TYPE"  COIN  ISSUED  ONLY  BRIEFLY  IN  1798!  The  catalog 
value  for  even  the  "commoner"  B-l  is  ridiculous  at  a mere  $500.  What  few 
specimens  we  have  seen  during  the  last  25  years  or  so  have  been  in  the  lower 
grades.  This  exceedingly  rare  "type"  and  date  in  choice  condition  should 

bring  well  over  750.00 

7.  1798  B-l  3,  LARGE  HERALDIC  EAGLE,  Only  10  Arrows  (Error  Die — should  be 
13  arrows)  UNCIRCULATED  turning  a lovely  golden  color.  With  "com- 
mon" varieties  of  1798  cataloging  $300,  this  much  scarcer  one  should  bring 

over  400.00 

8.  1799  OVER  98,  B-3,  FAMOUS  "15  STAR  REVERSE"  (engraver  tried  to  hide 

his  error  by  placing  a cloud  over  the  first  and  last  star  and  only  the  points  of 

these  two  stars  "peep  cut"  from  the  douds)  UNCIRCULATED  starting  to  turn 
a lovely  golden  color.  VERY  RARE  VARIETY  but  in  this  condition  EXTREMELY 


RARE!  Easily  worth  over  - 1000.00 

9.  1799  B-23,  STARS  8x5  in  place  of  the  normal  7x6  (1798-1803  type)  nearly 

Uncirculated.  RARE  TYPE.  Catalogs  a ridiculous  $350  uncirculated;  should 

be  closer  to  500.00 

10.  1802  B-6,  Close  Perfect  Date,  7x6  STARS,  BRILLIANT  UNCIRCULATED. 

VERY  RARE  IN  THIS  STATE  OF  PRESERVATION!  Easily  worth  over  500.00 


11.  1836  GOBRECHT  FLYING  EAGLE,  No  Stars  Obverse,  36  Stars  Revere,  IN- 

VERTED REVERSE  ORIGINAL  of  which  ONLY  600  WERE  STRUCK,  BRIL- 
IANT  PROOF.  VERY  RARE.  $2500.00 


12.  1836  GOBRECHT  FLYING  EAGLE,  similar  but  NORMAL  REVERSE  of  which 

ONLY  1000  WERE  STRUCK,  PROOF  turning  golden.  RARE.  We  note  a speci- 
imen  advertised  early  in  the  year  by  a leading  dealer  at  $1500;  perhaps  this 
will  now  bring  more. 
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13.  1836  NAME  BELOW  BASE  INSTEAD  OF  ON  BASE  AS  ABOVE  TWO 

COINS,  A BEAUTIFUL  BRILLIANT  PROOF  OF  THIS  OUTSTANDING  RAR- 
ITY OF  WHICH  ONLY  18  WERE  ORIGINALLY  ISSUED!  How  many  con  still 
remain  in  existence  after  all  these  years?  Of  these  few,  how  many  can  still 
be  in  this  remarkable  state  of  preservation?  We  have  seen  fewer  speci- 
ments  of  this  GREAT  RARITY  than  of  the  1876-CC  20c  of  which  14  are 
still  in  existence  and  which  was  offered  several  years  ago  at  $10,000.00. 
The  other  comparative  rarities  are  the  1838-0  50c  of  which  20  were  issued 
and  which  last  sold  at  $9500.00  and  the  1894-S  10c  of  which  24  were 
issued  and  which  sold  about  a year  and  a half  ago  at  $13,500.00.  What 
this  great  rarity  will  now  bring  is  up  to  you,  the  bidder.  Who  knows  how 
* many  more  years  will  again  pass  before  this  great  rarity  again  appears 
upon  the  market. 


14.  1839  13  STARS  ON  OBVERSE,  NO  STARS  REVERSE,  REEDED  EDGE  ra- 

ther than  plain  edge  as  on  above  types,  BRILLIANT  PROOF,  short  line  in 
field  (possibly  from  contact  with  another  coin).  ONLY  300  ISSUED  com- 
pared to  the  1000  issued  for  the  normal  1836  type.  Should  be  worth  at 
least  _r $2500.00 

15.  1848  LIBERTY  SEATED,  No  Motto,  acquired  from  a leading  dealer  as  "ORIG- 
INAL BLUE  PROOF"  (both  original  and  restrike  proofs  exist  back  to  1830's  in 
^2 c,  50c,  etc.  Why  the  catalog  lists  only  the  half  cents  this  way  and  not  the 
others,  your  guess  is  as  good  as  ours).  Careful  examination  of  this  specimen 
with  a glass  reveals  some  minute  imperfections  (the  kind  generally  "glossed 
over"  by  most  dealers).  A most  unusual  specimen.  No  wonder  the  owner  was 
willing  to  pay  $500  for  it  several  years  ago.  Perhaps  it  will  now  bring  closer  to 

16.  1 859-S  First  year  San  Francisco  mint.  A beautiful  Uncirculated  specimen  with 

blue  and  golden  coloring.  Seldom  available  in  other  than  circulated  condi- 
tion. RARE.  

17.  1860-0  New  Orleans  mint.  Golden  PROOFLIKE  GEM.  Rare  so  choice.  

18.  1867  MOTTO  ADDED,  BRILLIANT  PROOF.  Only  625  issued.  

19.  1870-CC  First  year  Carson  City  Mint.  A beautiful  PROOFLIKE  GEM  with  blue 

and  golden  coloring.  RARE.  

20.  1872-S  Bluish  golden  Uncirculated  with  Prooflike  surface.  RARE.  

21.  1878  Liberty  Head,  8 TAIL  FEATHERS,  BRILLIANT  PROOF.  VERY  RARE. 

Only  issued  at  Philadelphia  during  1878  and  then  only  for  a short  time  until 
it  was  discovered  that  the  tail  was  supposed  to  have  only  7 feathers.  This 
was  corrected  and  the  later  1878  dollars  bore  only  7 tail  feathers  as  did  all 
the  branch  mints  of  this  and  succeeding  years.  The  guidebook  lists  a total  of 
only  550  proofs  issued  of  Both  8 and  7 tail  feathers  1878,  making  this  date 
THE  SMALLEST  ISSUE  LIBERTY  HEAD  DOLLAR  PROOF  1878-1904!  Since 
about  95%  of  the  "proofs"  we  have  seen  sold  of  this  date  are  actually 
"first-strike"  prooflike  surface  specimens,  collectors  do  not  generally  realize 
how  rare  this  TYPE  COIN  actually  is.  If  this  "honest-to-goodness"  proof  were 
in  our  stock,  our  asking  price  would  not  be  less  than  

22.  1878  8 Tail  Feathers  duplicate,  acquired  as  a BRILLIANT  PROOF  but  close 
examination  reveals  it  is  actually  a "first-strike"  with  proof  surface — the 
kind  generally  sold  as  proofs  of  this  date. 

23.  1878  7 TAIL  FEATHERS,  BRILLIANT  PROOF.  THE  RAREST  PROOF  SILVER 
DOLLAR  1878-1904  and  at  least  twice  as  rare  as  the  1878  tail  feathers. 

Many,  many  times  rarer  than  the  1895  which  catalogs  $1,500.00.  At  least 
95%  of  the  "proofs"  sold  of  1878  7 feathers  have  proven  to  be  "first-strike" 
proof  surface  specimens  when  we  have  examined  them.  It  is  difficult  to  over- 
emphasize the  true  rarity  of  true  proofs  of  this  date  in  the  face  of  the  "proof 
surface"  specimens  being  sold.  If  rarity  is  any  criterion,  then  this  very  rare 
coin  should  certainly  bring  over

26.  1878-S  TRADE  DOLLAR  golden  Uncirculated  with  Prooflike  surface.  35.00 

27.  1900  Lafayette,  Brilliant  Uncirculated  CHOICE.  VERY  RARE  THUS.  150.00 

28.  1884-0  COUNTERSTAMPED  with  Seal  Of  The  City  of  New  York,  reverse 

counterstamped  with  arms  of  South  Carolina.  Most  unusual.  Cost  475.00

29.  1795  FLOWING  HAIR,  Small  Eagle,  variety  with  bust  centered  too  far  to  left, 

about  fine  except  stars  at  right  weakly  struck  so  that  they  no  longer  show 


up  in  this  condition.  RARE  VARIETY.  With  "common"  varieties  now  at  $125 

in  fine,  surely  this  RARE  variety  should  be  closer  to  200.00 

30.  1801  HAIR  IN  KNOT,  Large  Heraldic  Eagle,  variety  with  AME;RICA,  extreme- 

ly fine.  VERY  RARE.  We  note  the  catalog  lists  very  fine  specimens  of  the
